McKinley away were 
posted on bulletin boards here, and 
the news spread rapidly th:oughout 
the city. Scores of telegrams of sym- 
pathy were sent to Mrs. McKinley's 
sister, Mrs. Barber. by prominent gov- 
ernment officials, diplomats and others 
who had known Mrs. McKinley when 
she was the first lady of the land. 
President Roosevelt and members of 
the Cabinet sent words of condolence 
as soon as they learned of her death. 

During the five years incumbency of 
Mr. McKinley itn the White House, Mrs. 
McKinley was in very poor health, and 
did not take a very active part in the 
social life of the capital. On important 
state occasions she would take her 
place in the receiving line, but on other 
occasions the Presidents’ niece, Miss 
Mabel McKinley, who subsequently be- 
came Mrs. Baer, would act as hostess.

ASHINGTON, May 2.—({Exclu- 
W ave Dispatch.} The Interstate 

Commerce Corhmission has .en- 
tered upon a more radical policy of 
treatment of corporations which per- 
sist in violating the law. Possessed 
of authority to investigate every phase 
of railroad business and having power 
to bring about the punishment of in- 
dividuals as well as corporations, the 
commission is pushing its work with 
determination. 

To several members of the commis- 
sion was put this question: 

“Are you going to send some one to 
jail?” 

Judson C. Clements of Georgia, who 
has had fifteen years of service, re- 
plied: \ 

“One of the most wholesome things 
that could happen will be the putting 
in pall of some man of prominence in 
the railroad world. It would do more 
than anything else to bring about bet- 
ter conditions. There are a lot of men 
of wealth and position who seem to 
think that there is no possibility of 
punishment being inflicted upon them, 
no matter how far they go. Once let 
the possibility become a demonstrated 
fact that jail doors can close on them 
arid a most salutary lesson would be 
taught.” 

Questions of criminal prosecution by 
the commission have been delegated 
to Franklin K. Lane of California, one 
of the most energetic, and at the same 


time conservative, members. He was
